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morning rather than a joint convention appearance that night but Kennedy's people say they're not worrying 
about what the senator should do if he loses because they're too busy trying to make sure he wins meantime 
the Carter people insist they've got it locked up it's psychological warfare Bob Kerr NBC News with the 
Kennedy campaign in Washington every political convention develops its own phrases its own jargon and on 
Monday in this hall you'll be hearing about f8c the proposed rule that says delegates pledged to a candidate 
must stick with him through the first ballot or be removed from the floor the Carter people with 60% of the 
delegates want that rule to be approved the Kennedy people with 37% want the convention to vote the rule 
down ken bode is our expert on all this the binding delegate rule one side says it's an outgrowth of 12 years 
of reform the other side says it contradicts all the reforms here's how it came about first a historical note 
Democratic conventions have never tried to enforce the results of a primary they've always regarded that as 
a matter between a delegate and his constituency in 1974 the Supreme Court upheld that position 9 to 
nothing after the Chicago Convention the party refused to enforce any party rule which forced the delegate to 
vote against his own presidential preference in 1972 to prevent cases where black delegates were compelled 
by state law to vote for George Wallace and where candidates were saddled with delegates who really didn't 
support them the party adapted to changes won delegates can't be forced to vote against their presidential 
preference and two candidates can choose their own delegates Jimmy Carter won under those rules in 1976 


and those are the rules the Kennedy people want to keep but after 1976 there was another rules change 
requiring delegates to stick to their original presidential preference for one ballot that's where today's 
controversy began nobody thought that they would change the 100 year 
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that they would change the 100 year convention rule that a delegate could if the delegation were polled do 
something other than what he was bound to do that's always been possible the Carter side says the rule has 
been enforced throughout the primaries which is true and can't be changed now which may not be true the 
kennedy side says the proposed rule has never been enforced before and shouldn't be adopted now that's 
what the open convention battle will be all about next Monday night each side accuses the other of trying to 
change the rules and it's the critical vote of this convention ken bode NBC News Washington among those 
who think Jimmy Carter will get the nomination here next week is John Anderson the independent he was in 
Pittsburgh today he said mr.

the real test of reconciliation will come when President Carter appears before this convention the Kennedy 
delegates will be watching him very carefully not just for what he has to say but how he has to say it to them 
specifically now here's Tom Bennett Tom the real test of reconciliation make them on Election Day when we 
see how well Democratic candidates around the country do running with Jimmy Carter at the head of the 
ticket a lot of the Kennedy delegates here are still somewhat hurts still somewhat confused and still don't 
know where to go some will take a considerable length of time before returning to the fold of the party some 
will go to Anderson we're told by some who know the Jewish vote that many Jews in the party liberals will go 
to Anderson and not return to support Jimmy Carter we are told that unity is not exactly developed merely by 
creating a fear of Ronald Reagan as some kind of Republican monster it would be created more by

Carter's plan is designed to stimulate industry by offering bigger tax 
breaks and pouring more federal money into such areas as transportation facilities and scientific research to 
make industry more efficient mr. Carter's renewal plan also provides special assistance to people and 
communities by permitting unemployment benefits to last up to a year and by giving extra tax credits to

special deductions for married couples today's announcement comes just four days before the formal 
opening of mr.
